In 1914, a young director named Cecil B. 
De Mille stumbled upon the perfect location 
for a fledgling movie studio: a sleepy 
Southern California hamlet called Holly- 
wood. Since the day De Mille first set up 
shop in a former stable, the name Holly- 
wood has been synonymous with motion 
pictures. Now, as part of Disney Night Time, 
post 9:00 p.m. (EST/PST) programming for 
older members of the family, The Disney 
Channel presents The Best of Hollywood. 
It’s a series featuring great classics of the 
American cinema on Monday evenings at 
9:00 p.m., beginning January 4. 

What qualifies a movie to be considered 
a Hollywood classic? There are a number 
of characteristics. First and foremost are 
those films which have stirred our emo- 
tions, movies whose images on film have 
become part of our shared memory and ex- 
perience. Then there are the legendary 
screen stars who became public icons. 
There are technical factors too: great direc- 
tors who pioneered a new medium; and 
brilliant cinematography that not only 
revolutionized movies but changed our 
perceptions of the world and of ourselves. 

Subscribers will find all of these ingre- 
dients in The Best of Hollywood. The roster 
of featured directors includes George 
Cukor, John Ford, John Huston, Vincente 
Minnelli, and the man whose first studio 
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Ginger Rogers 


Gene Kelly 


was a barn, Cecil B. De Mille. The list of 
actors and actresses is a veritable Who’s 
Who of Hollywood: Henry Fonda, John 
Wayne, Gene Kelly, Fred Astaire, Bette 
Davis, Audrey Hepburn, Katharine 
Hepburn, and Judy Garland. 

The Best of Hollywood opens with a 
10-week salute to that quintessential 
American film form: the Hollywood 
musical. This festival begins with The 
Disney Channel premiere of the 1945 ver- 
sion of State Fair. Starring Jeanne Crain 
and Dana Andrews, this slice of Americana 
features the music of Richard Rodgers and 
Oscar Hammerstein. 

Among the other musical classics are 
such works as An American in Paris, the 
George and Ira Gershwin-inspired musical 
starring Gene Kelly. Who will ever forget 
the film’s haunting ballet sequence, a stun- 
ning combination of choreography and 
cinematography that remains unequalled 
today? Other superb musicals are: Top Hat, 
starring the cool and inimitable Fred 
Astaire, Fiddler on the Roof, My Fair Lady 
(winner of eight Oscars), and Kismet. 

In another mini festival, this devoted to 
the films of Henry Fonda, subscribers will 
have the opportunity to see four bonafide 
American masterworks: films directed by 
the legendary John Ford. These include The 
Grapes of Wrath, Young Mr. Lincoln, and

Drums Along the Mohawk. The fourth film, 
My Darling Clementine, is often listed by 
many film critics as Ford’s finest picture. In 
the hauntingly romantic Western, Fonda 
plays the legendary lawman Wyatt Earp. 

But what would The Best of Hollywood 
be without the epics? The Disney Channel’s 
selection ranges from the late John 
Huston’s adaptation of The Bible to Cecil 
B. De Mille’s Samson and Delilah (with 
Hedy Lamarr as the scissors-wielding 
Philistine). There’s even an American 
historical epic: How the West was Won, 
which stars John Wayne, Jimmy Stewart, 
Henry Fonda, Gregory Peck, Debbie 
Reynolds and Carroll Baker. 

In short, beginning Monday, January 4, 
at 9:00 p.m., The Best of Hollywood pro- 
vides subscribers of The Disney Channel 
with not only topnotch entertainment but 
also a star-studded panorama of American 
film history. Be it musical or comedy, great 
actors or legendary leading ladies, this film 
series offers Hollywood’s enduring movies, 
movies that enchanted a nation and the 
world.

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Edward Bear, known to his friends as 
Winnie the Pooh, and sometimes as just 
Pooh, is probably the most celebrated 
animal in children’s literature. He did really 
belong to Christopher Robin (Milne), whose 
father A. A. Milne immortalized “the silly 
old bear” in the whimsical, witty tales he 
wrote to entertain his young son. That was 
in England in the 1920s. 

Walt Disney acquired the Winnie the 
Pooh stories on June 14, 1961, and set 
about turning them into animation. The 
result was the movie The Many Adventures 
of Winnie the Pooh, premiering on The 
Disney Channel January 2 at 7:00 p.m. 
Walt treasured the Pooh books and insisted 
on a close adaptation of both Milne’s 
writing and of Ernest H. Shepard’s illustra- 
tions, which decorate the books. Indeed, 
practically all of the dialogue is lifted from 
the Pooh books, and Shepard’s illustrations 
are closely adhered to, background scenes 
as well as the drawings of the beloved 
characters. 

Now the Walt Disney Studio has pro- 
duced a high-quality series for television, 
the first to feature a major character from 
a Disney classic. The New Adventures of 
Winnie the Pooh premieres on The Disney 
Channel January 17 at 8:30 a.m. (Welcome 
to Pooh Corner, seen regularly on The 
Disney Channel, also features the Pooh

characters, but in an every-day setting 
unrelated to the original Pooh stories.) The 
Disney Channel Magazine recently visited 
Disney TV Animation, a beehive of activ- 
ity worthy of the honey-loving bear him- 
self. There, artists and writers have been 
working seven days a week to bring the 
new Pooh stories to The Disney Channel. 

We asked questions of the series’ pro- 
ducer Karl Geurs and the story editor Mark 
Zaslove, and they responded with just the 
sort of gleeful enthusiasm you’d expect of 
Pooh aficionados, frequently making their 
points with dialogue from the series, 
voiced in the high-spirited sing-song tones 
of the characters. Dressed in casual clothes, 
both wearing cowboy boots, they’d spon- 
taneously lapse into acting out their favorite 
scenes, like the ones pictured below. 

Serious for a moment, however, Karl 
Geurs spoke about his feelings for the Pooh 
heritage. “It’s a strong tradition to uphold. 
Pooh was well written. It was real. And it 
has to be real now.” 

Geurs feels that the original Disney 
movie is a part of the Pooh tradition as 
well, and he has tried to stick to the in- 
tegrity of that film in producing the new 
television series. Mark Zaslove elaborates: 
“The New Adventures of Winnie the Pooh 
keeps the spirit and heart of Milne and the 
beauty of the Disney films. What’s new is

that we’re now addressing the medium of 

television. We want the action to come out 

of the screen. It has to be more active, 

more lively and fun. After all, the original 

books were quiet bedtime stories. But, on 

the other hand, we haven’t taken a teddy 

bear and a bunny and put them in a 

spaceship and had them meet Martians.” 

No, Pooh and his animal friends Eeyore, 

Tigger, Kanga and Roo, Owl and Rabbit, 

and of course, Christopher Robin, the lit- 

tle boy who cares for them, still spend most 

of their time in the enchanted natural set- 

ting of the Hundred Acre Wood. The New 

Adventures of Winnie the Pooh occasion- 

ally take these lovable characters farther 

afield—like on a fantasy ‘“‘expotition” to a 

frozen Hundred Acre Wood just to the 

8 north or to a jungle that lies to the south. 

“It’s a steamy, fantastical jungle,” Zaslove 

reassures, “not-a South American or an Jn- 
diana Jones kind of jungle.” 

In the series’ first episode “Pooh Oughta 
Be in Pictures” (see the animators’ sketches 
below), Christopher Robin and his animal 
friends venture forth on a different sort of 
adventure—a monster movie, which ter- 
rifies Piglet. And they also find themselves 
cornered in Christopher Robin’s house, in 
close proximity to “the Mommy.” But most 
of the series’ episodes find the endearing 
creatures busying themselves with the day-

to-day happenings close to home in the 
Hundred Acre Wood, the magical and won- 
drous habitat that lies just beyond 
Christopher Robin’s house. 

The Hundred Acre Wood hasn’t 
changed over the years either, according 
to Geurs. “Oh, the heffalump trap may be 
a little bigger,” Geurs boasts, “and the in- 
terior of Piglet’s house was enlarged for the 
series. But if you were to drop down into 
the Hundred Acre Wood with Shepard’s 
map [from the inside cover of the original 
edition of Winnie-the-Pooh], you could still 
find your way around pretty well.” 

That news should be reassuring to all 
those who loved the books when they 
were children, and then read them to their 
own children—millions of readers, who 
span three generations. In an interview 


on the occasion of Pooh’s 50th 


birthday, in 1976, Christopher 
Milne offered this explanation 
for Pooh’s enormous success: 
“The attraction is that they 
are well written. They 

were written to be read 
aloud, thus forming a 

bond between parent

and child, which the child remembers 
and repeats to his children.” 

Karl Geurs and Mark Zaslove see The 
Disney Channel series in the same way: 
entertainment that parents will enjoy shar- 
ing with their children. In creating the new 
stories, Zaslove, who was once a scientist, 
says he looked for a hypothesis that would 
work for all of the stories. He says he decid- 
ed on a single axis: the world as seen 
through the eyes of a child. “Pooh has a 
child’s illogic (by adult standards) and 
whimsy,” he says, “and that’s what makes 
it a family show. Young children find a 
friend in Pooh, older children recognize his 
illogic and think it’s 

funny, and adults 

chuckle, recalling 
their own inno- 
cent under- 
standing of 
the world.’ ® 
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“My secret fantasy is to be Mary Pop- 
pins,” says Linda Arnold, star of The 
Disney Channel’s first Kaleidoscope Con- 
cert. “I have that part of me that loves 
imagination and fanciful things.” 

A composer as well as a singer, Linda is 
dedicated to children’s music. “I like to 
write songs because I like to create a space 
full of wonder for children. I love to hear 
them laugh and to see their eyes grow big.” 

And that’s exactly what happens when 
Linda sings with small children. Eventu- 
ally even the most down-to-earth young- 
sters are drawn into Linda’s fairy-tale 
world, where grandfather clocks stand on 
their heads, and magic horses transport 
you beyond the stars. 

Linda admits that what she does is almost 
as visual as it is musical. Against a back- 
ground of prismatic colors and shapes, and 
dressed in a shiny pink and blue suit, she 
is accompanied by brightly colored animal 
friends, a purple cow, her white magic 
horse with emerald eyes, and others. 

Linda’s talented 10-year-old daughter, 
Katy, joins her mother in the concert. 
And now Linda’s son Toby, age four, is ex- 
pressing an interest in music. 

Linda is not only mother to her children, 
they are her inspiration, and she theirs. “I 
love to write songs with children,” she en-

thuses. “They have such good ideas.” 

One of her most lovely songs is the result 
of such a collaboration. When Katy was 
five, she asked to write a song. “What 
should it be about?” her mother asked. “A 
short giraffe on a crooked path,” answered 
Katy. And so the song begins. Its refrain 
and title—“Do You Know What Magic 
Is?”—is a question Linda answers with 
every song she sings. 

The Disney Channel’s next Kaleidoscope 
Concert features Red Grammer, who is as 
quick-witted and agile as Linda Arnold is” 
dreamy and fanciful. His songs are 
humorous and his dancing is as nimble as 
Jack jumping over the candlestick. These 
two engaging entertainers, with very dif- 
ferent styles, will be followed in the months 
ahead by other talented performers: 
they’re the stars of Kaleidoscope Concerts.

Sandy Duncan, who co-stars with 
Ken Berry in Disney’s sci-fi spoof The 
Cat from Outer Space (turn to page 40), 
can also be seen on NBC's series 
Valerie’s Family. (She recently re- 
placed Valerie Harper on that show.) 
But Duncan is perhaps best known as 
the “Mary Martin of her generation”: an 
accolade bestowed on Duncan for her 
stage version of J.M. Barrie’s immortal 
Peter Pan. That show was the toast of 
Broadway a few years back. On the 
state of Broadway’s health today, 
Duncan has some forthright opinions. 
“Broadway is not in a healthy creative 
state,” she observes. “Everything is 
either a revival or an English spec- 
tacular event. It’s not the musical 
theater we grew up knowing.” 


One of the many delights of True Grit 
(see page 34), the film which brought 
John Wayne his long-deserved Oscar, is 
the juicy performance by Robert Duvall 
as a quintessential Western desperado. 
Duvall, long considered one of America’s 
finest actors, later went on in his career 
to capture an Oscar of his own for 
Tender Mercies, in which he played a 
country and western singer. What effect 
did winning that coveted award have on 
his Hollywood status? 

“It was nice to win an Oscar,” Duvall 
says. “What it really means is that your 
peers think you did a good job, and that 
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was wonderful. But I don’t think it did 
anything for my career—other than get 
me better treatment in airports.” 


In Misunderstood (turn to page 34), 
Gene Hackman portrays a recent 
widower struggling to cope with life— 
and his two young sons. When not in 
front of the cameras, Hackman can fre- 
quently be found behind the wheel of 
a high-performance car. Like Paul 
Newman, Hackman is a racing en- 
thusiast who has competed in pro- 
fessional events. He attributes his 
hobby to his early days. 

“I grew up in Illinois, just 70 miles 
from Indianapolis (home of the annual 
Indianapolis 500 race). In those days 
back in the ’50s, there were always a 
lot of sprint car races and dirt car races. 
There were races happening two, 
sometimes three times a week.” 


Fans of The Saga of Anne of Green 
Gables (see page 35) will also enjoy 
an earlier effort of director Kevin 
Sullivan’s.

Parents and Adolescents: A Struggle for Both 


The Disney Channel Discovery film 
Toby McTeague tells of a 15-year-old 
boy—Toby—caught in the throes’ of 
adolescence. Some days he is strong and 
independent, others he is immature and 
irresponsible. The hardships and lone- 
liness of his struggle are as dramatic as 
the rugged and beautiful terrain of 
northern Quebec where he lives with his 
8-year-old brother and his father. The 
family’s life is built around raising huskies 
and racing them. Toby shoulders an 
added burden: the loss of his mother to 
cancer several years before. His father, 
distracted by financial worries and the 
pressures of raising two sons alone, takes 
little time to try to understand what Toby 
is going through. ) 

It’s a poignant family film (and the dog- 


sled competition is exciting), but at the 
heart of it lies the familiar story repeated 
in every family with teenage children: 
the difficult journey through the rough 
terrain of adolescence. Dr. Daniel Minton, 
a psychiatrist in Los Angeles who works 
with adolescents in a juvenile hall setting 
as well as in private practice, is reassur- 
ing about the process, however. “In most 
cases parents and teenagers struggle 
through the years together and the results 
are quite good,” he says. 
“Independence versus dependence is 
built into the transition period, and it’s the 
tension between the two that makes 
adolescence. Adolescents try on different 
ways of behaving. That’s good. They have 
to do this in order to separate from their 
parents and to test their parents’ values. 


But for parents it’s like following their 
teenager through a coat store, watching 
him or her try on one coat after another, 
and wishing he’d just buy a coat and be 
done with it.” 

How should parents react to adolescent 
swings in behavior? Parents need to be 
empathetic, of course, to explore with 
their teenager what they’re trying out and 
searching for. But Minton adds, “Adoles- 
cents don’t talk much, so you have to 
listen to their behavior.” 

From his experience, Minton con- 
cludes that parents struggle mainly with 
their own separation. He explains, 
“Parents want their children to be their 
little children. And they also want their 
children to be on their own. Parents have 
to lovingly let them go.”
